CHANGING FASHIONS AND 
UNEMPLOYMENT.. 


It was suggested at the Industrial 
Welfare Society's conference in Oxford wy 
Miss Gladys Burlton that a new Shops Act. 
was necessary, in order that shops should not 
only be shut at certain times, but that staffs 
should not be kept at work behind the scenes 
after closing hours. 

Our shop laws; said Miss Burlton, are very 
weak. There are many employers, imbeciles 
as they are, who will do nothing for their 
workers until they are forced to do it. She 
said that there were many employés spending 
eight hours a day in a stüffy atmosphere, with 
‘unenjoyed and undigested meals; nowhere to 
rest and relax, except the corner of a dismal 
cloakroom ; nowhere to dry their wet clothes. 
One delegate suggested that changing 
fashions had something to do with unemploy- 
ment, and, therefore, some system of insur- 
ance was necessary to ensure continuity , of 
employment.

A meeting in support of the Cumann na 
nGaedheal candidates for County Dublin was 
held last night in the Town Hall, key. 

Dr. J. E. Conway, Chairman‘of the Dalkey 
Urban County Council, who presided, seid 
that the General Election might be said to 
have been caused because the electors of the 
Free State did not thoroughly do their duty 
in June. They had been warned at the last 
General Election by none more than the late 
Mr. Kevin O'Higgins, as to the importance 
of returning the Government with a majority 
over all parties, and the people were now 
reaping some of the results of their ony. 

Mr. B. O'Connor said that the Free State 
was now on its trial. The peuple were asked 
to say whether they wanted stable govern- 
ment or what was offered by their opponents’ 
another round with England.“ That was 
a very important issue, and it was eflcourag- 
ing to see the people were taking it seriously. 

Mr. de Valera had been found oyt, and that 
was a great thing forsIreland, He split the 
country for what Mr. Arthur Griffith called 
a quibble of words—Document No. . When 
that document was compared with the Treaty 
it was found to be the same, and they had 
not heard anything about that document for 
vears.

MAJOR COOPER. 

Major Bryan Cooper began by recommend. 
ing the Dalkey electors not to fail to vote for 
Mr. O'Neill, who was unable to be present at 
the meeting. He asked them to vote for the 
five Government Party candidates, Mr, 
Johnson at Blackrock on 8 night put 
a question to Mr. Fitzgerald, Mr. Gearof 
O'Sullivan and himself. He was only going 
to answer for himself. Mr. Johnson referre 
to the dispute going on in the 
Dominion of uth Africa, as to whether 
South Africa could declare her neutrality in 
the event of Britain being involved in war. 
One side said that South Africa could be 
neutral, and the other side said that it could 
vot. Mr. Johnson asked if he (Major Cooper) 
agreed with Mr. Malan, the Minister of the 
Interior, or with General Smuts. 

It was a question that he could not answer, 
because, in the first place, he was not familiar 
with the constitution of the Union of South 
Africa; and, secondly, he considered it an 
act of gross indecency for a citizen of one 
Dominion to interfere in the politics of 
another Dominion. He would have resented 
either Mr. Malan or General Smuts interfering 
here concerning the Treaty. He was not 
going to do it. 

ARTICLE 48. 

He would tell them that he stood by Article 
49 of*the Constitution, which laid it down 
that, save in the case of actual invasion, the 
Irish Free State was not to be committed to 
active participation in. any war without the 
consent of the Oireachtas. He stood by that 
here. He had stood by it eleven months ago 
in Canberra, the capital of Australia. In the 
presence of a British Cabinet Minister, cf 
General Smuts and members of the Parlia- 
ments of Canada, New Zealand and South 
Africa he read out that Article, and seid 
that we were bound by it. 

He did not think that if Great Britain were 
at war, his feelings would be altogether 
neutral. He thought they would not be 
neutral; but he had sworn to obey the Con- 
stitution, and an oath with him was not an 
empty formula. (Applause,) The constitu- 
tional position was that they could not engage 
in any war-like activity without the consent 
of the Dail and the Senate. He accepted 
that. He had sworn to do it, 

Mr. Johnson had asked him if he would 
agree to any soldiers, other than Irish 
soldiers, occupying Irish soil. That was not 
likely to arise. He took the Dominion 
position. If there was war and submarines 
were sinking ships carrying British goal to 
the Free State and ships carrying cattle, 
butter and aggs from the Free State, thus 
hringing economic ruin to the country, he 
thought that it would be up to the Oireachtas 
to ask for help if the Free State Army were 
inadequate to deal with the state of things. 
But it could not be done without the con- 
sent of the Dail and the Senate That was 
his answer to Mr. Johnson. 


THE OATH, 

Mr. Gearoid O'Sullivan said that he stated 
on every platform that the oath in the Con- 
stitution centained nothing that every citizen 
was not bound to obey according to natural 
law. Every citizen in a State must owe alle- 
giance to that State without regard to any 
oath or anything else, and, according to the 
law of nature, they were bound by it, as 
well as by any contract that such a State 
entered into with any other State, He stood 
by every word in the cath in the Constitu- 
tion. 2

A Fateful Choice. 


To-morrow the people of the Free State, 
by their own’ deliberate act, will keep or 
will lose two things—security and national 
honour. Their security, which embraces 
every aspect of their material welfare, 
depends upon President Cosgrave’s return 
not merely to office, but to decisive power. 
If his Government is re-elected to-morrow, 
with a safe majority, it will be able to 
crown its programme of construction, It 
will stabilise the machinery of law, will 
raise a loan of ten millions on good terms, 
will finance a great policy of. agricultural 
credits, will complete the Shannon scheme 
and will try to reduce taxes We know 
that, if Mr. Cosgrave gets the opportunity, 
he will do these things because his record 
during the last five years guarantees his 
capacity and purpose, and because his 
Government’s credit stands high through- 
out the world. If, on the other hand, the 
electors choose to put Mr. de Valera in 
office. or to make him the miaster of a 
Labour-Republican coalition which would 
control the State, they will invite a 
reversion to chaos. Here, too, experience 
is our guide; for Mr. de Valera’s character 
and record, like Mr. Cosgraye’s, are before 
the country. Such.capacity as he possesses 
is wholly destructive. Despite his new 
pose as a semi-constitutionalist, his inten- 
tion holds to re-open the Anglo-Irish 
settlement and to provoke England into 
reluctant, but inevitable, war against the 
Free State. Even if that war ‘were 
purely economic, it would be fatal; for in 
the first seven months of the present year 
£21,000,000 of the £22,000,000 which 
represented the Free State’s total exports 
went to Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland. Mr. de Valera’s triumph to- 
morrow would put the country’s means of 
life in instant danger. 

After the Battle of Pavia the French 
king said, All is lost save honour.’’ 
The Free State’s loss to-morrow, if it 
rejects Mr. Coagrave’s Government, will 
include both security and honour. Mr. 
de Valera’s success at the polls will mean 
that the country has condoned the sin of 
perjury, which all Christian lands regard 
with peculiar loathing—and Ireland was 
known once as an island of saints. One 
of the Republican deputies in the last 
Dáil explained to a public mieeting on 
Monday that, when he took the oath of 
allegiance (proposing to violate it), he 
pushed the Bible as far away from him 
as he could: he did not wish to have 
God too near him While he was signing 
the book. This process seems to have 
the simplicity of. a Chinese prayer-wheel, 
and its material fruits may range from 
membership of the national Parliament to 
the lucrative deception: of justice in a 
court of law. It is certain, of course, 
that, if the electors not merely condone. 
but reward, political perjury, à vast 
impetus will be given to every sort of 
perjury in the ordinary transactions of 
life. During recent weeks many clergy- 
men have expressed whole-hearted ‘horror

Peace in Industry. 


The movement in England towards in- 
dustrial peace is growing steadily. Since 
the coal strike of last year employers and 
workmen alike have become convinced of 
the folly of strikes and lock-outs as methods 
of settling labour disputes, and both sides 
are. searching now for a more reasonable 
means to resolve their differences. The 
need for machinery of conciliation in 
British industry was one of the strongest 
influences at the recent Trades Union Con- 
gress in Edinburgh. All the responsible 
leaders of labour recognise that, if Britain 
is to be given a chance to overhaul her 
many foreign competitors, something must 
be done to promote co-operation between 
employer and employed; and the decision 
of the Congress to break.completely not 
only with Russian Bolshevism, but also 
with the so-called National Minority 
Movement in England, has done much to 
clear the way for a rapprochement. The 
employers have not been slow to seize this 
opportunity. The Marquis. of London- 
derry, who.is one of the biggest coal- 
owners in England, has proposed that the 
Government shall call a conférence be- 
tween Capital and Labour for the sole 
purpose of promoting good-will in indus- 
try; while the Lord Mayor of London has 
gone even farther, and has called an in- 
formal meeting of industrial chiefs and 
representative workers to discuss the pos- 
sibilities of closer co-operation. Naturally, 
a movement of this kind cannot be ex- 
pected to achieve success immediately. 
When the subject was discussed at the 
Edinburgh Congress the trade union 
leaders insisted that there could be no real 
peace in British industry so long as the 
Government’s Trade: Union: Act remained 
on the Statute Book: This condition, of 
course, could not be entertained by any 
Government. . Again, the labour leaders 
take the view that; while they would wel- 
come a conference, it should be summoned 
not by the Government, but by the em- 
ployers themselves. They point to the 
example of the meeting that was called by 
the Government in 1919 and was a com- 
plete failure, arguing that Government 
interference between Capital and Labour 
never has been productive of good results. 
Much may be said in favour of this point 
of view, and there seems to be no reason 
why the employers should not take the 
initiative. Labour has begun at last to 
recognise the fact that its interests are 
identical with those of Capital; Capital 
has acquired a more generous and friendly 
attitude towards Labour, and if the iron is 
struck while it is hot, much good may re- 
sult. The great problem is the relation of 
wages to earning power. Hitherto Labour 
has been inclined to insist on a maximum 
wage irrespective of the economic condi- 
tion of its industry; but now it has seen 
its mistake. An automatic adjustment of 
wages to industry's capacity to pay would 
transform the industrial situation, and 
the time seems to be ripe for this long- 
needed shange. 
: 
Diamond Dick. 

Probably the name of Diamond Dick is 
unfamiliar even to the most assiduous 
modern reader of penny dreadfuls. 
Time was, however, when the tale of his 
exploits, real and fabulous, would have 
filled a library. He was one of those 
centaurs of men, with long hair and 
goatees; who rode the Western plains 


wood. Outposts of progress, making settle- 
ment in the prairies possible, fighting the 
Indians, curbing “ bad men and ‘‘ cattle 
rustlers, and chasing the buffalo—such 
men were Diamond’ Dick, Pawnee Bill, 
Wild Bill Hickock, Mustang Jack and 
other giants that were on the American 
earth in those days. When their wild 
charges, if not their glory, faded, many 
of the well-known frontiersmen went on 
tour in cireuses. They usually specialised 
in feats of marksmanship of the kind 
favoured by William Tell, and Diamond 
Dick claims that in twenty years of these 
performances—"‘ shooting penniés from 
people’s heads and from between their 
fingers, ashes from ‘their ¢igarettes and 
other close shots, I never had one 
accident. This was many | years. ago, 
and Diamond Dick had become a dim 
figure of legend when, according to the 
American journal, Success, he was dis- 
covered to be still alive, 8 ol 
a respected physician of Norfolk City, 
Nebraska—Dr. Richard J. 1 The 
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moves, in the strawberry season, a 
continuous tide of heavily.laden lorries.

Plymoutt, where the strawberries are an- 
trained for London, Manchester, Birming- 
ham and other centres of distribution. 
The traffic has grown up since about 1850. 
before which date the Breton strawherries 
used to be sold in the market of Brest at 
a halfpenny a pound. An enterprising 
trader initiated the export to England, 
and it grew to such proportions that, in 
1894, the cultivators were impelled to 
organise a shippers’ union for the market- 
ing of produce in bulk. The union in 
time proved to be too exclusive, and in 1906 
there came into being the Syndical des 
Fermiers Fraisiéristes, which operates. on 
a strictly co-operative basis. To-day, 
although two purely commercial concerns 
also are engaged in the trade, the syndi- 
cate chiefly governs the collection and 
marketing of the strawberries.. Syndicate 
producers deliver the fruit, ready packed 
in crates, at twenty-six collecting posts 
in different parts of the district. Pay- 
ment is made eight days later, when the 
produce has been sold and the price deter- 
mined. Every member of the syndicate 
is bound to deliver the whole of hi: 
produce to the organisation so long as 
he remains a member. . Penalties are im- 
posed for bad quality and bad packing. 
The syndicate has no capital; but by 
retaining every year & margin of the 
returns it is able to provide for exten- 
sions of plant and ‘to keep agents in 
Plymouth and Manchester.

PEACE IN USTRY.

Lord Londonderry has made à fresh 
appeal that the 17 should invite 
employers and employed tp a conference 
with the idea of promoting peace in 
industry. It is thought t the time is 
now ripe for such a conference, and, 
almost needless to say, the i me Minister 
would view the possibility with the 
warmest sympathy. The attitude of the 
Trade Union Congress last week, however. 
scarcely can be regarded as hopeful, 
though in the Labour ranks there are 
those who would give the heartiest support 
to such a movement if they are given 
encouragement by their fellow Labour 
men. Tn political circles to-day little 
optimism was expressed regarding the 
idea, particularly in view of the Labour 
demand that the Trade Unions Act shall 
be repealed.. Such a step is regarded as 
impossible in present conditions, and the 
Government certainly will not yield up 
the measure as the price of a peace con 


ference. 
More Russian Murders. 


The Bolcheviks have murdered a number 
of unfortunate wretches designated a: 
“British spies,” though it has been 
declared that there no such thing as 
British espionage in Russia nowadays. It 
will be recalled that on the occasion of th. 
former executions much resentment was 
expressed in the Labour ranks, and it is 
probable that the incident was responsible 
for the feeling that resulted in the 
repudiation of the Russian trade union: 
at the Trade Union Congress. It is 
becoming evident that things are going 
badly for the Soviet Government, and the 
anxiety to force the blame upon another 
country for its troubles is an indication 
that the Bolsheviks are beginning to dread 
the future. 


Trade Keturne. 


The August trade returns for Great 
Britain have shown a tendency in the 
right direction, one of the brightest spots 
being the improvement in the motor 
industry. We have exported cays to the 
value of one million pounds more than we 
imported, and this substantia) advance 1s 
likely to show continued improvement. 
Australia is our best customer in this 
industry, but it is expected that other 
portions of the Empire will follow the 
example. Motor cycles of British make 
have been exported to the extent of over 
two and a quarter millions.

That part of the scheme which refers to the 
reimbursement of the Greek State debt re- 
quires the establishment of a new and inde- 
pendent bank, to be called the Bank of 
Greece, which must begin business not later 
than six months after the issue of the loan. 
This bank will be required to concern itself 
with the stabilisation of Greek currency in 
relation to goid; and With the ‘centralisation 
of all receipts and payments of the State and 
State enterprises. It is laid down that the 
new bank must have a gold and foreign re- 
serve of at least 40 per cent. of its note 
circulation. and other sight liabilities, and 
that it is to begin business with a reserve of 
50 per cent. 
This scheme is considered in’ League circles 
to: be the most complete and detailed plan of 
national financial reconstruction so far pro- 
duced by the Financial Committee.

CARDINAL’S REMAINS 
EXHUMED. 


A BISMARCK INCIDENT 
RECALLED. 


From Revrer’s CORRESPONDENT. 
ROME, Tuesday. 

The body of Cardinal Ledochowski, Pre- 
fect. of the Catholic * “ge of Pro- 
paganda, who died in July, 1902, was to-day 
exhumed from the Chapel of Propaganda at 
Verano Cemetery, where it was buried, in 
order that it might be conveyed to his native 
Poland. Cardinal GCedochowski, when he was 
Archbishop of Posen, was imprisoned (by 
Bismarek in May, 1874, during the famous 
Kulturkampf. Pope Leo XIII. answered the 
Iron Chancellor by making Ledochowski 
a Cardinal a few months later, afterwards 
entrusting him with the Congregation of 


Propaganda, one of the most important posts 


m the Roman Catholic Church, its holder 
being called the Red Pope.“ 

Diplomatic representatives of Poland accre- 
dited to the Vatican and the Quirinal and 
rominent prelates, including Monsignor 
Rartolomi, representing Cardinal Gasparri 
Secretary of State to the Pope, witnessed 
the exhumation. There was also present 
Father Ledochowski, nephew of the deceased 
Cardinal, who, being General of the Jesuits, 
is called the Black Pope.“ 

Note. — Cardinal Ledochowski was born in 
1822, and was appointed Archbishop of Posen 
in 1865. It was because of his strong resist- 
ance to the Prussian laws regarding Roman 
Catholic schools that he incurred Bismarck’s 
displeasure, and was imprisoned for two 
years. Afterwards he went to Cracow, but 
lud been there only a short time when the 
Austrian Government expelled him, and he 
then proceeded to Rome.]

Even though it was not intention of the 
Farmers’ Union to market the whole or the 
greater 1 4 of the barley in East Cork, 
nevertheless if only a small proportion of the 
supply were marketed outside of the district 
the growers would be placed in the indepen- 
dent position of determining the price to be 
paid locally rather than leave the price to be 
determined by the middle man. Once the 
farmer felt that he had an alternative and 
Jaerative market he would realise that he was 
no longer at the ‘mercy ‘of those who hitherto 
said that he was to be paid a certain sum 
per barrel and no more. 

A CENTRAL COMMITTEE. 

Mr. Cussen then suggested the formation of 
a Central Committee of barley growers at 
Midleton for the purpose of negotiating with 
outside buyers. He further suggested the 
establishment of small committees in 
branches, the functions of which would be 
to bring details of the direct marketing 
scheme to the notice of growers, to take 
entries of barley for shipment, and accept 
deposits in respect of each ten entered 
and to make arrangements for transport. He 
explained the scheme by which Canadian 
wheat growers dispésed of their produce 
through such a body, and how it has esta-

The Leningrad authorities followed this 
up by shooting his widow for not’ having 
betrayed her husband’s alleged spying.

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WHO ARE THE TRAITORS? 

“Who is the enemy now and who are 
the traitors? demanded the President, 
amidst applause, “Théy told you that 
to take the oath of allegiance was an act 
of treachery. What brought them into 
the Dail? (Renewed applause.) They 
say that they came in to save the 
country from civil war. They were there 
five years ago, and what was their contri- 
bution to saving the country from civil 
war? 

“When their leader issued the ‘cease 
fire’ order, why did he not do what any 
decent man would have done? Why did 
he not order the surrender of all arms 
to the Government which had won? 
(Applause.) If that had been done, we 
would have had a peace worth having, 
Mr, de Valera would have a name that 
we could honour insted of despise. 

“While they were destroying we were 
building, and it is for the people to say 
whether or not that building will go on, 
or whether alluring phrases and 
ambiguous words are better contributions 
to the progress and advancement of this 
State than the solid work which has been 
carried on by the Government during the 
last five years. 

BOOTERSTOWN MURDER. 

The President went on to say that he 
had read denunciations of the Booters- 
town tragedy; but these, he noted, had: 
not been accompanied by any expression 
of a desire for the apprehension of the 
assassins. ; 

When they speak of forgiveness and 
reconciliation,’ he said, “do they want 
to interfere with the ordinary administra- 
tion of justice? They ‘will never do that 
if we are returned, (Prolonged applause.) 

Commenting on the apparent sense of 
responsibility manifested in recent news- 
paper advertisements of the Fianna Fail 
Party, the President observed that the 
electors were not given the opportunity of 
studying such productions until the Elec- 
toral Amendment Act was introduced and 
passed into law. At the.time the Govern: 
ment was told by Captain Redmond and 
Mr. Johnson that it was not good policy 
to pass that measure. Those were the 
people who charged the members of the 
Administration with autocracy, despotism, 
incompetence ‘and partiality. 

“ Whatever antocracy we have shown,” 
said the President, amidst applause, '' we 
have shown it in the interests of, and as 
the instrument of, the people, and, if that 
be autocracy, then I am an autocrat.” 

WEEKLY REFERENDUM. 

Mr. de Valera, the President continued, 
had announced that he would not pass any 
law without first obtaining the consent of 
the pedple. Did that mean that the 
country was to have. a week by week 
referendum, and was the country to be 
saddled with the expense and turmoil of 
those referenda in .order that Mr. de 
Valera and his followers need not accept 
the. responsibility of passing their Acts 
through the Houses of Parliament? 

Referring to the recent attempt to over- 
throw the Government, and to Captain 
Redmond’s statement that, in order to 
maintain. the ascendancy of the triple 
alliance, the. more contentious measures 


“of the Labour Party’s programme were to 


be deferred, the President asked if the 
workers of the country thought that it 
was poor policy that the Labour Party’s 
programme should be put in cold storage, 
so that Mr. Johnson and his colleagues 
might be kept in power at Mr. de 
Valera’s pleasure. 

“This country,” he said, “ has power 
to use its own resources, moral and 
material, for the fullest development of 
the State. In the words of a French 
writer, who was a friend of Ireland, the 
country has now all the liberty she 
needs to obtain the realisation of all her 
hopes.
